Marconi fans are 
the best in the game 


WHAT is the difference between 
a football supporter and a real 
supporter? 

Well, at Marconi that isn't such 
a hard question to answer 
because, despite some pretty 
ordinary results, the fans have 
Still continued to come along and 
‘support the team on the park. 

In doing that you have also 
continued to support the club 
and prove that you are real 
football fans. 

Look at other clubs where 
results have been poor - the 
crowds have stayed away in 
droves leaving clubs like 
Heidelberg and Melbourne SC to 
struggle along with spectator 
figures often less than 1,000, 

Financially, that is a nightmare 
situation. 

Most people involved with this 
club would have realised very 
early on that it wasn't going to be 
the year of Marconi. 

There was always the hope, 
the mathematical chance that 
everything would come right in 
the end. 

Well, it hasn't, and last week's 
loss to Sydney Olympic was the 
final nail in the coffin of our 
wafer-thin finals' chances, 

Maybe Marconi could have hit 
the newspaper headlines by 
taking drastic action in mid 
season but even that would 
never have guaranteed any 
success. 

Just look at those clubs who 
chose that poe — they aren't 
exactly up there with the 
Melbourne Knights either. 

So after a certain point it is a 
case of heads down and plan for 


next season, 

There are still games to play, and 
Still football matches to be won but 
the big picture is one of looking to 
the future. 

The real danger is that during that 
time the fans just stop coming, 
making any changes for next 
‘season financially impossible. 

No club in Australia can afford to 
lose twenty or thirty thousand 
dollars through the turnstile each 
game. 

That affects not only the current 
Viability but future plans also and 
feally places a club in a catch 22 
situation where no matter what they 
do they are going to end up swirling 
down the plughole. 

Thankfully, Marconi fans rate 
amongst the best in the league, 
you are the most loyal in Australia. 

But that loyalty can't be taken for 
granted forever and at the end of 
the day good football must be the 
reward. 

it is a strange situation in 
Australian soccer when both 
Marconi and South Melbourne, our 
visitors tonight, are languishing out 
of the Top Six and as all other 
clubs would agree it isn't good for 
the game in general either. 

The NSL needs a successful 
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JUST OVER four years 
ago, when he made his 
NSL debut against Sydney 
United, Steve Corica was a 
fresh-faced youngster 
Straight our of the 
Australian Institute of 
Sport 

Now he is a battle— 
hardened campaigner with 
international experience at 
Olyroo and Socceroo level 
— although he still has 
those boyish looks. 

In fact, it is really hard to 
imagine that this softly 
spoken young lad is getting 
set to make his 100th 
league appearance for the 
club against South 
Melboume tonight. 

He has come a long way 
in those four short years 
and is now on the verge of 
international stardom 

Rated in the million 
dollar class by overseas 
club managers, it is really a 
race against the clock to 
see whether —Corica, 
Sydney United's Zeljko 
Kalac or Melbourne 
Knights Mark Viduka 
becomes the first NSL 
player to break that magic 
seven figure transfer sum. 

But surprisingly there are 
still those who say that if 
Steve Corica doesn't make 
it this time around then he 
will be too old for 
European football, 

Having just tumed 
twenty one yesterday Steve 


Corica doesn't quite see it 
that way. 

“No, I don't think so,” he 
smiles, “after all, look at 
Robbie Slater and Frank 
Farina. 

"They didn't go overseas 
until they were twenty- 
four or twenty-five so I 
have got a Jong way to go. 

"But I'm confident of 
going overseas at the end 
of this season. 

"At the moment Cologne 
have four foreigners and 
they have to sell a few 
players first before they 
can buy. 

"Each club can play three 
at any time. 

"Because I qualify as an 
EEC citizen through 
holding an Italian passport 
at least I don't have any 
visa problems." 

Corica has also attracted 
interest from other 
countries as well as 
Germany with early 
season talk linking him 
with Napoli and other 
Italian clubs. 

Again, the advantage of 
that Italian passport means 
that Corica could also get a 
work permit in England. 

"Thad a look at Leicester 
when I was over recently 
but I really don't think the 
type of game is suited to 
my style - I might end up 
in the grandstand a lot!" 

But even in Australia 
Corica has been targeted

for the attentions of the 
league's hard men, seldom 
ever getting the kind of 
protection from referees 
that FIFA has promised.

"Yes, I see myself as an 
attacking midfielder or

Gray and McCulloch 
were presented with a 
handsome leather 
jacket, courtesy of 
Scundi Brothers who 
have a long reputation 
as generous supporters 
of Marconi Football 
Club. Captain lan Gray 
was also presented with 
a plaque to mark his 
achievement in 
smashing Tony Hender- 
son's seven-year old 
record of 243 club NSL 
appearances, 

"The record means a 
lot to me," said Gray 
afterwards. | have been 
at Marconi for a long 
time and it has always 


been a good club to play 
for." 

Both Gray and 
McCulloch, who has 
equalled Henderson's 
record, missed the 
Sydney Olympic match. 

“it would have been 
nice to have been 
selected for the game," 
said Gray. That would 
have made the night 
even more special. 

"But players are 
selected for Marconi on 
ability, not sentiment - 
and if the coach doesn't 
think that you are in the 
best eleven then you 
won't get a run 

"That is the way it 
should be because the 
fans deserve to be 
treated seriously." 

Iggy first made his 
Marconi debut as long 
ago as 1985 after having 
already played at rivals 
APIA for five seasons 


Ironically, Gray came 
to the club in a player 
swap deal which saw 
Tommy McCulloch go 
the other way. 

But both have been 
huge servants to 
Marconi and in recent 
years it has been almost 
impossible to think about 
a Marconi line-up 
without either player 
taking part 

Both players have also 
worn the green and gold 
of Australia with 
distinction and been 
recognised as amongst 
the finest players ever in 
the history of the NSL. 

Last year, in a season 
when he was an ever 
present, Gray smashed 
the 300 NSL game 
barrier against 
Melbourne Zebras and 
has now gone one stage 
further 

He has the 350 game 
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mark firmly in his sights 
and has banished any 
thoughts of retiring 

"I'm only 31," he 
reminds, "and in 
Australian soccer terms 
that is still young. 

"If a player can keep 
himself fit and injury free 
then he can play on in 
this country until his 
mid-thirties 

“We don't play enough 
games to think about 
early retirement and | 
still have a huge appetite 
left in me to play 
soccer," 

As recently as 
September 1992 lan 
Gray was also still a 
member of the Socceroo 
set-up when he played 
a part in the World Cup 
qualifications 

Gray scored in the final 
match of that Oceania 
Group campaign to mark 
an emphatic exit from 
the national team. 

Despite being injured 
during the group games 
team-mate Tommy 
McCulloch also bowed 
out of the international 
scene with a memorable 
late winning goal against 
the Solomons to keep 
Australia's World Cup 
campaign on target. 

Like his buddy, 
Tommy McCulloch isn't 
ready to lie down yet 
either and Marconi fans 
can be assured that both 
still have plenty of 
football in them yet.
